SUBJECT: REDEPLOYMENT OF 374TH TAW FROM TAIWAN 

1. COMMANDER 327TH AIR DIVISION HAS DISCUSSED WITH 
CHARGE NEED TO DECLASSIFY PENDING MOVE OF 374TH 
TAW TO PHILIPPINES AND OKINAWA. UNDER PRESENT 
RESTRICTIONS (I.E. NO DISCLOSURE OF FINAL 
DESTINATION UNTIL TIME OF MOVE). 327TH CANNOT GIVE 
INDIVIDUAL AIRMEN ENOUGH LEAD TIME AND INFORMATION 
TO PERMIT THEM TO INITIATE VARIOUS PERSONNEL ACTIONS, 

SUCH AS PROCESSING VISAS FOR LOCAL NATIONAL WIVES, 
OBTAINING WAIVERS TO TIME LIMITS FOR ADOPTION OF 
CHILDREN, COPING WITH RESTRICTIONS ON DISPOSAL OF AUTO- 
MOBILES AND OTHER CONTROLLED MERCHANDISE, ETC. 

2. EMBASSY ENDORSES THIS PROPOSAL. ASIDE FROM PERSONAL 
CONVENIENCE OF MEN AND FAMILIES INVOLVED, SENSITIVE 
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POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS IN TAIWAN MAKE IT DESIRABLE THAT 
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SIDEWAYS MOVEMENT OF 374TH FROM CCK TO CLARK AND KADENA 
BE HANDLED IN AS UNDRAMATIC WAY AS POSSIBLE. WE BELIEVE 
THAT PIECEMEAL INDIVIDUAL NOTIFICATIONS WOULD 
ATTRACT LESS ATTENTION THAN A SUDDEN NOTIFICATION TO ALL 
CONCERNED JUST PRIOR TO THE MOVEMENT OF AN ENTIRE SQUADRON. 

WE RECOGNIZE THE DIFFICULTY OF ANY NOTIFICATIONS PENDING 
AGREEMENT OF THE JAPANESE AND PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENTS.
